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THE COMPARISON OF COURSES. 



Mortal man lias a tendency to exalt what is his peculiar in- 
terest. A student is mortal. Therefore we naturally do not 
expect students to he alt egret her free from this fault. And so 
we find it. Each student is apt to claim for his specific branch 
of study a certain superiority over all others. Perhaps it is 
but an attempt at self-persuasion with a view to obtaining: a 
feeling of self-satisfaction. Perhaps it is merely a reflection of 
this tendency in man- to assert the priority of that to which he 
is devoted. As such it is a false loyalty. Sometimes the claim- 
ant is sincere. More often he has' convinced himself that he is. 

Whatever may be the motives in the student, it is quite ap- 
parent to any observer that there is and has been for a long 
time much discussion concerning the respective merits of the 
various courses which a university education affords. The 
practical and the cultural are contrasted. Arts. Commerce, 
" Science, all come in for their share of criticism. Again the con- 
troversy extends to the various departments in Arts. One stu- 
dent was heard to remark the other day. "Yes sir. Economics 
is the only good course in McGill". If asked why. he would 
probably talk of .practicality and modern needs. The student 
of Classics will pour forth arguments concerning the necessity 
for a true cultural background in education, the student of Eng- 
lish will forcibly condemn the prevalent ignorance of the na- 
tive tongue, the student of Physics will describe the vast pro- 
gress of his "department and consequently its bearing on human 
life, the student of Philosophy, Mathematics. History, Psycho- 
logy. German. Sociology. French. Biology. Chemistry and so 
forth— all will give perfectly good reasons why their branch of 
study is * i best in McGill". 

But after all. must there be a best? If life is a stage, then 
there certainly is a variety of actors. We enter into specialized 
study -for at least we ought to) on account of a particular in- 
terest which we have in that branch of human knowledge, or 
because ive are by temperament and ability fitted for it or- de- 
sire to learn it. Nature has made us different, made our in- 
terest varied. We undertake a part in life's drama according 
to our ability, and we try to fill it well. Each has thus his spe- 
cial role. All ere of importance. All together make up life. Of 
no avail is it to endeavour to contrast them. We cannot all be 
philosophers nor can we all be "plumbers". Each of us is suit- 
ed to a certain role. Why then shall we attempt to exalt it 
(and incidentiy ourselves) to the skies? 

Of course it cannot be denied that certain comparisons and 
. contrasts are permissible, when for example we ask ourselves 
wnat subjects provide us with a best general education. This is 
an entirely different matter. But to look with contempt upon any 
occupation or effort whatsoever, which playe a useful part, how- 
ever small, in life is intolerant and surely intolerance is tho first 
thing winch any education should eradicate from the mind of 
Ihe student.

Hint soon the 
tow remaining members ot an almost 
extinct order w| 1 be ompoyed'nl high 
salaries lo demonstrate pin storing 
before vaudeville audlencon. lie also 
says Hie United Stnton Is short .Hi.OOO 
plumbers niul ascribes this deficiency 
to the fart that Ihe trade bus been 
ridiculed until It Is unpopular. Mr. 
Archer, who Is a représenta tlvo of 
the national trade extension bureau 
of the plumbing and heating indus- 
tries, explains the high cost of plumb- 
ing on this basis of scnrclty of labor. 

No matter how much the generni 
public, may wonder .whether a little 
ridicule would prevent the average 
man from engaging in nil occupation 
as profitable ns plumbing undoubted- 
ly #has become and whothor Mr. 
Archer's experience has been of u na- 
ture to qunlfy him as a final judgo of 
the faults of American youth, there 
is some justice in what he says of the 
unfavorable attitude adopicd by ninny 
toward any form of manual labor. 
The efforts of many persons who 
might make good farmers , or exce."- 
leut plumbers to be la.wyors or oven 
school teachers arc deplorable. Ad- 
mirable as is the ideal of universal 
education, there remains the fnescnp- 
able fart that sows' earn are not good 
material for silk purses, if man can 
be of more use to the world in some 
occupation which gives him the. best 
opportunity to assert himso'.f. It would 
be a crime, perhaps, for him to be a 
plumber all his life. On the other 
hand. If he is better fitted for a 
plumber, let him be the best plumber 
he can. 

We can not resist advancing the 
opinion, however, that persons like 
Mr. ATcher would accomplish mor* by 
approaching the subject in some 
other manner than by making sweep- 
ing-denunciations of the younger gen- 
eration as a whole.

THE AMERICAN PLAN 
The Varsity, Toronto!— The whole- 
mile Americanization nf Canadian, or 
nritlsh-Caniidlan institutions goes on 
apace, accelerated by economic con- 
dllloiiH which send Canadian youths 
and men across the border in search 
of a livelihood, to return, If they do 
return, bearing the imprint of Ameri- 
can standards and Ideaa. Up lo a cer- 
tain point this Americanization In un- 
avoidable, possibly even beneficial. 
However, the.ro are things about the 
nation to the south or us which wc 
cannot thoroughly approve; things 
which wc more or less good-natured- 
ly ridicule, yet which wo are uncon- 
sciously Imitating with closer and 
more frequent contact. 

In Canadian University circles, pre- 
judices seems to be largely in favour 
ot" ihu Ideals of Oxford nnd Cam- 
bridge as opposed lo those of Ameri- 
can universities. The universities 
themselves are, in varying propor- 
tions, British-American.

And if we may sum 
up the different manifestations of the 
British clement In the placing of aca- 
demic considerations before all others, 
resulting In a higher standard of 
scholarship, may we not prove that 
this much deprecated commodity has 
after all, a mnterlal as well as a spi- 
ritual value? 

In the matter of Initiations Toron- 
to linn taken decisive steps against 
the Inrush of n useless, nnd often vic- 
ious custom from tho south. So far 
she has kept her skirts clean of 
ehnrges which might convict her of 
the designation "footbnll college", nl- 
(hough In the presence of keen com- 
petition the temptation must noces- 
Hfirily be strong. After tho munnnr of 
American universities, however, tho 
social side has boconin far over-am- 
phnslzed, nnd thu business of studying 
becomes one of hernie concent ration 
amidst the htu* nf social activities. 

Whether or not the Ideals' of Oxford 
and Cambridge can be proved to be 
marketable, surely the basic principle 
of a university is ncnilbinln, nil other 
considérai Ions, no mailer how fus- 
cliiullng or lucrative, merely second- 
ary. In this reaped ill toast, we may

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EXPERTS DISAGREE ! 
ONJEW SHIPS 

«'Nelson" and "Rodney" Came 
Much Speculation 

Owirifc to the secrecy of British de- 
sicnory concerning the Nelson and 
Rodney, which are now tinder con- 
struction, these two liaUÏeshins are 
bclnp discussed , as tht standard of 
tvarshlps of the future, says The Log 
of the r. S. XavAl Academy. The 
N'olson and Rodney are the only first 
.-lass battleships under construction 
at the present time and will he the 
most modern ships In commission 
until 1*81, when the other Washing- 
ton treaty powers will he allowed to 
lay down new ships. Tbe Nelson was 
launched last September and her sis- 
tor ship ill leave the ways this 
inontli. It Is Vnown that those ships 
will each have a battery of nine 16- 
inch puns in three triple, turrets. aj 
in the forward part, of the ship. The 
after part of the ship wi'l T>* occu- 
pied by a battery of smaller caliber 
iprohahly «-inchï in double turrets, 
tor torpedo defense. The ships will 
have a lcnfrth of about "00* feet and 
the treaty displacement of 55,000 
ions. The disposition of the batten 
is the chief cause of discussion rc- 
srnrdinK the purpose of these ships. 
Advocates of aviation aver that the 
main battery has been paced for- 
ward for a lsrpre platform aft 10 al- 
low the landin.c and takinc-off of 
Planes. Other naval critic? state 
that the chief prpose of the arrange- 
ment of the main battery forward is 
the pair in fiphtins power and man- 
oeuvring nhilit.y. The proupinp of 
Mir battery facilitates flrc-contro* 
and prevents an undue waste of 
waste of wcipht^ for armor to pro- 
tect the vulnerable barbettes and 
nandlin.c rooms. The motive power 
is situated far aft and thus does no: 
nterfere with the tiinnery and other 
communications. The only mast will 
he a litter reel nnpular-sha pec] tower 
instead of the tripod or cape., mast. 
)• is claimed that this mast has been 
rteyeioped from the mast of the "Brit- 
ish aircraft carrier Hermes. The 
mast n f the Hernies i althoujrh it is 
shaped like a tripod, has larpre box- 
ifkc lees. The British naval con- 
strue: or.' consider this as the best 
mast for the purpose. , 

The fusion of the battleship and 
the airplane carrier, as numerous 
naval experts maintain these ships to 
represent, is causinp much discussion 
in both America and Enp and. Sir 
George Thurston, one of Great Brit- 
air's most eminent naval designers, 
forecasted "this type of ship" a few 
years apo. before the Nelson and 
Rodney had been hardly laid down. 
Mr. Bywater. another British expert, 
ncrees that this fusion of these two 
types if feasible, but believes that the 
12-inch Ftun. with its almost doubly 
rapid rate of fire and very slight in- 
feriority in ranpt, wou'd be superior 
to the IC-inch rifle for this '"battle- 
eiiip-aircraft carrier." Dudley Knox, 
a retired captain of the United States 
N'avy, maintains that the policy of 
our Navy for th» intimate relation 
between ships and planes is superior 
to the British attempt fox co-ordina- 
tion between the navai forces and 
air forc»F. In our navy each battle- 
ship and light cruiser carries one or 
more p:ane F for spotting, etc. while 
the British navy employs special ves- 
sels for such purposes. Captain 
Knox states that an arrangement of 
turrets as on the new British fight- 
ing ships has preat drawbacks from' 
the tactical standpoint not likely to 
be voluntarily imposed without a 
compensating advantage ' such as the 
important advantage of being able to 
carry a large number of airplanes tor 
•i»e in spotting and in protection 
against bombing planes.
